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MINUTES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Hospital  on  Wednesday,  20th  June,  1945, 
at  3-30  p.m. 

Mr.  T.  F.  Heyworth  presided  and  there  were  present  Dr.  Mary  G.  Clarke, 
Members  of  the  Hospital  Board  and  Subscribers. 

Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress, 
and  others. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  held  on  the  8th  June,  1944,  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Chairman  addressed  the  Meeting  and  presented  the  General  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1944;  Dr.  C.  Chisholm,  Chairman  of  the  Medi-cal 
Committee,  submitted  the  Medical  Report,  and  Mr.  T.  C.  Guthrie,  Interim  Honorary 
Treasurer,  the  Accounts  and  Balance  Sheet  for  the  year. 

It  was  resolved  upon  the  proposal  of  the  Chairman,  seconded  by  Councillor 
Mrs.  Lord:  — 

“That  the  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  for  the  year  ended  December  31st, 
1944,  now  submitted  to  the  Meeting,  be  approved  and  adopted.” 

The  Chairman  then  called  upon  Dr.  Clarke,  who  addressed  the  Meeting. 

Upon  the  proposal  of  Dr.  Wells,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Pitty ,  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  was  adopted:  — 

“That  Lt.-Col.  F.  G.  L.  Whiteley  be  elected  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Mr. 
T.  C.  Guthrie  Interim  Honorary  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year.” 

Upon  the  proposal  of  Mrs.  Lowey  it  was  resolved:  — 

“That  the  Members  of  the  Board,  as  per  list  which  was  read,  be  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year.”  This  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Hodgkinson  and  carried. 

The  reappointment  and  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Honorary  Auditors  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  Guthrie,  seconded  by  Dr.  Guthrie,  and  carried:  — 

“That  the  Honorary  Auditors,  Messrs.  Walton,  Watts  &  Co.,  be  reappointed 
for  the  current  year,  and  that  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Honorary  Officers  and 
Board  be  extended  to  them  for  their  work  during  the  past  year.” 

The  Chairman  called  upon  Mr.  Walton,  who  replied  and  expressed  his 
appreciation. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Clarke  for  her  very  interesting  address  was  proposed 
by  Councillor  Mrs.  Whittaker,  seconded  by  Miss  Shepherd  and  adopted  unanimously. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 


for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1945. 

The  Board  of  Management,  in  presenting  the  Thirty-second  Report  and  Accounts 
and  Medical  Report,  is  glad  to  record  the  continued  well-being  of  the  Hospital  after 
the  trials  of  the  war. 

During  the  year  the  Board  received  with  regret  the  resignations  of  Councillors 
Somerville  and  Mrs.  Nellie  Beer,  representatives  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
Their  places  were  taken  by  Councillors  Mrs.  Whittaker  and  Mrs.  Cruse,  who,  by 
their  active  interest,  have  carried  on  the  tradition  of  co-operation  with  the  City 
Council  which  the  Hospital  has  long  valued.  Dr.  Nora  Smith’s  resignation  was 
also  received  with  regret,  but  she  has  maintained  her  connection  with  the  Hospital 
by  giving  voluntary  services  as  a  clinical  assistant  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Dr.  MacKillop  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy.  The  Board  are  glad  to  welcome 
Mr.  F.  G.  L.  Whiteley  as  an  active  member  of  the  Board  on  his  return  from  war 
service.  He  has  relinquished  the  position  of  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Mr.  T.  C. 
Guthrie,  who  has  acted  as  interim  Treasurer,  has  been  appointed  to  that  office. 
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Mr.  F.  II.  Bentley,  Honorary  Visiting  Surgeon,  resigned  his  appointment  on 
being  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Surgery  in  the  University  of  Durham,  and  Miss  Liebert 
has  relinquished  the  post  of  Surgical  Registrar  on  taking  another  appointment. 
Mrs.  Kate  Ramsden  has  resigned  her  appointment  as  Honorary  Dental  Surgeon. 
All  have  rendered  valuable  service  to  the  Hospital  and  Mr.  Bentley  was  responsible 
for  the  inauguration  of  the  Hospital’s  most  successful  special  work  in  the  surgery 
of  harelip  and  cleft  palate.  Mr.  T.  Moore  has  been  appointed  Acting  Honorary 
Visiting  Surgeon  and  Mr.  R.  P.  Osborne  Acting  Honorary  Visiting  Plastic  Surgeon. 
The  growth  of  work  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  has  necessitated  the  appointment 
of  two  additional  Clinical  Assistants. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Board  received  with  very  great  regret  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Margaret  Jones,  the  Matron,  and  later  that  of  Miss  Platt,  the  Assistant 
Matron.  Miss  Jones  had  been  Matron  for  twenty-four  years  and  during  the  whole 
of  the  time  gave  single-minded  and  devoted  service  to  the  Hospital,  to  the  success 
of  which  she  made  no  small  contribution.  She  was  ably  seconded  by  Miss  Platt, 
whose  services  with  the  Hospital  had  lasted  twenty-five  years,  and  both  of  them  in 
their  retirement  take  with  them  the  best  wishes  of  all  connected  with  the  Hospital. 
Miss  Joan  E.  F.  Laycock  has  been  appointed  Matron  and  Miss  Housby,  formerly 
Sister  Tutor,  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Matron,  and  the  Board  wishes  them  all 
success  in  their  posts.  Sister  Housby  during  the  war  added  to  her  hospital  duties 
the  supervision  of  the  First  Aid  Post  established  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
and  the  Civil  Defence  Organization  express  special  appreciation  of  her  devotion 
to  those  duties. 

Miss  E.  J.  Thwaites,  who  successfully  inaugurated  the  Almoners’  Department 
in  1943,  has  left,  and  Miss  Joan  Stagg  has  been  appointed  Almoner  in  her  place. 

Re-instatement  of  peace  conditions  has  been  well  begun,  though  it  will  be  a  long 
process.  Most  of  the  blast  walls  have  been  demolished  and  the  black-out  removed, 
and  the  wards  and  administrative  departments  now  enjoy  the  sun  again. 
Decorating  has  been  attacked  with  vigour  and  the  wards  are  looking  bright  and 
cheerful  with  white  walls,  pale  blue  ceilings  and  varied  pastel  coloured  doors, 
whilst  the  nurses’  rooms  have  also  been  painted  in  cheerful  colours.  Some  re¬ 
organization  has  been  done  by  alterations  in  the  sluice  rooms,  but  much  more 
remains  to  overtake  the  arrears  of  maintenance  impossible  to  carry  out  during  the 
war.  The  Out-Patient  Department,  now  released  and  de-requisitioned  from  first  aid 
work,  must  expand,  and  as  a  step  to  this  Brook  House  is  to  be  purchased.  In 
addition  it  is  hoped  to  take  over  the  decontamination  accommodation  to  allow 
of  expansion  of  the  physio-therapy  work.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  reduce  the 
waiting  time  for  out-patients  and  their  mothers,  and  a  canteen  has  now  been 
opened  which  provides  refreshments.  This  is  much  appreciated  and  the  Board 
desires  to  thank  the  voluntary  helpers  who  have  made  it  possible.  At  the  request 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  the  Dispenser  has  opened  a  Vitamin  and  Dried  Milk  Centre 
for  the  convenience  of  mothers.  Notwithstanding  legislative  uncertainties,  plans 
for  the  future  have  occupied  the  Board’s  attention  and  it  is  hoped,  in  the  near 
future,  to  put  up  a  much-needed  special  unit  to  enable  the  care  and  treatment 
of  premature  infants  to  be  segregated,  extended  and  carried  on  by  the  most  up-to- 
date  methods. 

The  expenses  of  the  Hospital  have  continued  to  increase,  due  to  increases  in 
the  salaries  and  wages  of  all  sections  of  the  staff  and  the  rising  cost  of  commodities 
and  equipment.  The  Honorary  Treasurer  is  therefore  glad  to  report  an  increase  in 
voluntary  income  and  in  legacies,  detailed  later  in  this  report.  A  cot  known 
as  the  “Ten  Donors’  Cot”  has  been  inagurated  with  the  first  gift  of 
^100,  in  memory  of  the  late  William  Edmondson,  and  the  Honorary  Treasurer 
hopes  that  nine  other  benefactors  will  consider  this  means  of  providing  a  lasting 
memorial  to  loved  ones. 

The  Butterfly  Guilds  have  continued  their  good  work  with  unabated  vigour, 
the  main  Guild  having  given  a  donation  of  £'200  to  the  Extension  Fund,  in 
addition  to  their  cot  maintenace  grant,  and  the  Heaton  Moor  Butterfly  Guild  a 
Victory  Gift  of  ^330  towards  the  proposed  Premature  Babies’  Unit.  Through 
interest  created  by  a  member  of  the  Guild  a  special  gift  of  ^50  has  been  received 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brooksbank  for  the  Extension  Fund.  To  the  members  of  The 
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Helpers’  Club  of  Toronto,  who  sent  parcels  of  clothing  and  gifts  for  the  babies 
during  the  whole  of  the  war  period  and  have  now  contributed  the  balance  of  their 
fund,  amounting  to  £ 22  10s.  od.,  the  Hoard  sends  a  very  special  word  of  thanks 
and  appreciation. 

The  Board  thanks  all  the  voluntary  helpers  of  the  seven  District  Collecting 
Committees  for  continuing  their  work,  and  the  Honorary  Treasurer  is  glad  to 
report  the  first  gift  of  ^,'15  from  the  Didsbury  District.  All  the  cot  funds  have 
shown  their  usual  interest  by  an  increase  in  receipts  this  year  which,  in  addition, 
has  seen  the  completion  of  a  contribution  of  ^1,000  from  the  Chapel  Street  Bowling 
Club,  in  recognition  of  which  a  cot  has  been  named  in  perpetuity. 


Donations  have  been  augmented  by  many  generous  gifts  from  Self-Help  Societies, 
Street  Groups,  Wardens’  Committees  and  Fireguard  Sectors  from  their  accumulated 
funds,  and  amongst  many  special  gifts,  for  all  of  which  the  Hospital  is  grateful, 
particular  mention  must  be  made  of  ^300  from  the  Northern  Sportsmen’s  Charity 
Fund  ;  jQ 122  1  os.  od.,  the  proceeds  of  a  Snooker  Match  between  the  “Grosvenor 
Boys”  and  the  15th  Battalion  of  the  Royal  Army  Pay  Corps;  ^105  from  Fish  Frier 
Friends;  and  ^30  from  Mr.  Bartholomew,  for  a  special  Christmas  treat  to  the  staff. 

The  Hospital  Saturday  Fund  and  other  contributory  schemes  continue  to  provide 
a  notable  proportion  of  income,  and  the  Board  is  also  grateful  for  continued  grants 
from  the  Medical  Charities  Fund. 


The  Board  also  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  for  the  gift  of  an  Ambulance  from 
the  Trained  Women  Drivers’  Association  of  the  Mechanised  Transport  Corps.  This 
has  already  proved  of  great  value  for  the  transport  of  patients  to  and  from  the 
Hospital.  Opportunity  must  also  be  taken  to  recall  the  untiring  work  of  Miss 
Jones  and  her  staff  for  raising  the  ‘‘Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  Fund,”  entirely  by 
their  own  efforts,  to  the  magnificent  total  of  ,£1,786  19s.  gd.,  which  it  had  reached 
on  Miss  Jones’  retirement. 

So  much  voluntary  work  is  undertaken  by  the  many  friends  of  the  Hospital  it 
is  impossible  to  mention  everyone,  but  in  extending  thanks  to  the  following,  who 
have  given  in  service  and  in  kind,  those  not  named  are  neither  forgotten  nor

Although  the  total  admissions  in  1945  were  slightly  less  than  in  1944,  the 
average  daily  occupied  beds  was  higher  and  the  work  of  the  hospital  continued  to 
be  busy  and  interesting.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  analysis  of  cases  that 
there  was  much  active  work  and  that  the  mortality  rate  was  lower  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Of  the  fatal  cases,  32  died  within  24  hours  of  admission,  indicating  the  urgency 
and  severity  of  these  admissions. 

Of  30  cases  of  pyloric  stenosis,  29  of  which  were  operated  upon,  there  were 
only  two  deaths,  one  having  died  before  operation  could  be  performed.  This  is  a 
good  record  for  the  year. 

Although  24  premature  babies,  out  of  a  total  of  44  did  not  survive,  15  of  them 
had  serious  illnesses  on  admission  which  caused  6  deaths  within  24  hours.  As  it 
is  our  policy  not  to  refuse  admission  to  any  premature  baby  unless  there  is  no 
available  cot  in  the  premature  wards,  this  high  death  rate  appears  unavoidable  at 
present.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  new  premature  cubicles,  to  be  erected  shortly, 
the  improved  facilities  which  will  be  available  will  give  better  results. 

Tuberculosis  was  found  in  several  cases,  including  5  with  miliary  tuberculosis 
and  3  with  typical  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Several  cases  of  septicaemia  were 
diagnosed,  only  two  being  fatal,  a  tribute  to  the  value  of  penicillin.  This  drug 
has  been  extensively  used  in  the  Hospital  in  association  with  Dr.  Herring  and  the 
Manchester  Royal  Infirmary  Laboratory,  and  an  investigation  is  being  undertaken 
in  the  laboratory  here  into  the  minimum  effective  dosages  of  penicillin  required  in 
relation  to  bodywreight. 

Though  sporadic  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  there  were  only  2  epidemics — 1 
of  measles  and  1  of  dysentery.  Both  necessitated  putting  the  wards  in  quarantine, 
which  diminished  temporarily  the  available  number  of  beds. 

The  new  Isolation  Block  has  proved  invaluable  for  the  isolation  of  suspicious 
cases  and  the  nursing  of  certain  types  of  infections.  When  not  required  for 
infectious  cases  the  cubicles  are  ideal  for  nursing  seriously  ill  babies. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department  the  work  has  again  increased  in  all  departments. 
At  each  medical  session  three  doctors  are  needed  to  deal  with  the  numbers  of 
patients  who  attend.  Space  is  so  limited  that  further  expansion  will  soon  be 
impossible  though  temporary  benefit  will  be  derived  from  the  use  of  the  decon¬ 
tamination  block,  shortly  to  be  adapted  for  additional  accommodation. 

During  1945  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  Resident  Medical  Officers  reached  its 
climax,  and  for  five  months  Dr.  Henry  Whitworth  acted  as  Resident  Medical 
Officer,  with  only  occasional  assistance  from  a  locum  Junior  Resident  Medical  Officer. 
In  spite  of  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Europe,  in  May,  staffing  difficulties 
continued  through  the  year.  In  July,  Mr.  Philp,  who  succeeded  Miss  Liebert  as 
Acting  Honorary  Surgeon  when  she  was  called  up,  was  himself  called  up,  and 
we  were  unable  for  the  rest  of  the  year  to  obtain  the  services  of  an  Acting 
Surgeon.  This  year  wre  have  had  temporarily  the  help  of  Mr.  Thomas  Moore, 
M.S.,  F.R.C.S. 

We  are  very  much  indebted  to  Mr.  F.  H.  Scotson,  F.R.C.S.,  Mr.  N.  Bolton, 
F.R.C.S.,  and  Mr.  Cox,  F.R.C.S.,  who,  in  spite  of  their  many  commitments,  on 
many  occasions  came  to  see  and  to  operate  on  urgent  cases  and  enabled  the 
Hospital  to  carry  on  during  this  difficult  period. 
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Mr.  Osborne,  F.R.C.S.,  has  for  the  past  six  months  kindly  come  to  our  help 
with  plastic  work,  so  enabling  the  Hospital  to  continue  the  valuable  hare  lip  and 
cleft  palate  work. 

The  usual  lectures  were  given  to  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  during  the  year 
and  to  the  Medical  Students  who  attend  for  regular  classes  and  demonstrations 
from  Dr.  Chisholm  and  Dr.  Guthrie. 

The  Medical  Committee  would  like  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  co¬ 
operation  of  Matron  and  the  Nursing  Staff,  whose  work  is  of  importance 
in  the  care  of  young  babies  and  who  have  carried  on  devotedly  in  spite  of  shortage 
of  Nurses. 

We  much  regret  that  Miss  Jones  has  resigned  her  work  as  Matron.  We  cannot 
adequately  describe  our  indebtedness  to  her  for  her  efficiency  and  devotion  throughout 
her  time  at  the  Hospital,  and  especially  during  the  difficult  years  of  the  war,  when 
she  never  ceased  to  maintain  her  watch  through  the  long  hours  between  the  sounding 
of  the  siren  and  the  “all  clear.”  The  Hospital  owes  much  to  her  for  her  years  of 
service,  and  the  Medical  Staff  for  her  unfailing  help  and  co-operation. 

To  the  Board  of  the  Hospital  thanks  are  due  for  the  help  and  encouragement 
given  in  the  difficult  time  through  which  we  have  passed,  and  to  the  Secretarial 
Department  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  assistance.
